PARIS,  Auguft  2  J. 

Letters  from  Vienna  fay,  that 
the  count  kaunitz,  and  prince 
Lickenltein,  hate  been  charged  by 
the  emperor  to  go  to  the  frontiers 
to  receive  the  daughter  of  Louis 
XVI.  having  Agreed  to  accept  the 
relations  of  tne  late  king  in  ex- 
change  for  the  deputies. 

Letteis  from  Italy  fay,  that  a 
fnfpenlion  of  arms  has  taken  place 
becwixt  the  armies  of  France  and 
thofe  of  the  king  of  Sardinia.  Ac- 
cording to  thofe  letters  all  the 
powers  of  Italy  are  computed  in 
this  armiilice,  with  the  exception 
of  thoie  countries  w  hich  are  under 
the  immediate  direction  of  the  em- 
peror.

The  Spaniih  amballador  being 
interrogated  refpeeting  the  preci- 
pitancy with  which  his  court  had 
concluded ttye  pence  with  fiance;

As  a  proof  of  the  prodigious  in- 
creafe of  the  linen  t;  ade  of  Ire- 
land (the  ftaple  of  the  northern 
parts  of  tha'-  kingdpm)  in  the 
courfe  of  the  lalt  lix  weeks  they 
exported  to  this  kingdom,  of  plain 
linens  only,  the  furprilfjig  quanti- 
ty of  15,809,8:4  yards. 

The  new  infurrecrion  of  the 
Vendcans,  under  the  orders  of 
general  Charctte,  is  publicly  an-, 
nounced  in  every  Paris  newf- 
paper.
